Ode III. 
Stama4, <*Mala." *♦ Unhappy " in its results to mankind. 

Ode IV. 

Stanza 1. ** Land-dried.'* The ancients drew their 
ships ** high and dry " on the beach in winter by machines, 
and by the same means, on the approach of spring, conveyed 
them to the water again. 

Stanza 5. ** Sovereignty of the bowl.*' It was customary 
with the ancients, at their entertainments, to choose a king or 
president for the evening by the casting of dice. 

Ode V. 

Stanza 4. Horace, in allusion to the custom of the ancients, 
who, having escaped from shipwreck, hung up their garments 
with some votive tablet or picture in the temple of Neptune, 
in token of gratitude, applies the metaphor to his own de- 
liverance from the changeable temper of Lydia.

** The oaks with 'pricked up * ears were led by him along." 
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But I thought this might be comidered too daring a traxuila- 
tion. 

Ode XIII. 

Stanza 4. " Qjuinta parte." " A fifth," that is, a large por. 
tion of her nectar. 

Ode XIV. 

Line 8. **Imperiosius." The comparative — "growing every 
moment more violent," or, increasing in ftiry. 

Ode XV. 

Stanza 9. ** Iracunda classis. " ** Anger*d fleet" Achilles, 
enraged on account of Brise'is, his captive, being taken from 
him, kept his own portion of the fleet back from assisting the 
Greeks, and thus protracted the war. 

Ode XVI. 

Stanzas 1. and 6. The ** Iambic " measure was originally 
used for satire. 

Stanza 5. ** Imprimeretque muris." It was a custom of 
the ancients to drive a plough over the ground where the 
walls of a captured city stood. 

Ode XVII. 

- Stanza 2, -<*01entis maritL ** Rank husband," that is, 
"he-goat."

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Stanza 3. « Wolf of Mars. " Wolves were sacred to Mars» 
from their boldness. 

Stanza 7, **Coronam." The ancients wore coronals or 
garlands at their feasts. 

Stanza 7. " Immeritamque vestem." A dress, which, from 
its modest and unoffending neatness, gave no inducement for, 
and therefore " did not merit," any rudeness. 

Ode XVIII. 

Line 9^ " Sithoniis.** See note. Ode xxvii. Stanza 1. ** Thra- 
cum," hereafter. 

Line 22. •« Unwilling thee," &c. Horace means to say, 
" I will never (carried away by wine or enthusiasm) move 
the sacred vessels, &c. to and fro with unnecessary violence, 
so as to uncover the mysteries of Bacchus, concealed by 
leaves to protect them from the public gaze ; " which would 
be " te invito," or, against his will ; or in other words, " I 
will never let myself be so overcome with wine as to do the 
disgraceful things drunken men generally commit ; ** as, <* dis- 
closing secrets," &c* 

Ode XIX. 

Stanza 3. " Animosum equis Parthum.^ The Parthians, 
or Medes, or Persians (for Horace uses them indiscriminately)^ 
used to hurl their darts from horseback, in their retreat (or 
sham flight), with deadly aim. 

Stanza 4. << Bimi meri." New wine was used at sacri- 
fices. 
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Stanza 4. " Mactata hostia." Horace, by offering a sacri- 
fice to Venus, hopes the Goddess will soften Glycera*s heart. 

Ode XX. 

Stanza 1. " Sabine," was a poor wine : the Falernian and 
Formian, strong wines. 

Stanza 2. " Paternae ripae." The Tiber rises in Etruria, 
where Maecenas's ancestors came from. 

Stanza 3, " Temperant." The ancients diluted, or "tem- 
pered, " their strong wines with water. 

Ode XXI. 

Stanza I. ** Unshorn Cynthius. " Apollo was represented 
as ** beardless," — ever young. 

Stanza 4. " His brother's lyre." Mercury is said to have 
presented his brother Apollo with the lyre, in return for the 
" caduceus," or divining rod. 

Ode XXII. 

Stanza 2. ** Fabled." The river Hydaspes was said to 
have golden sands, horrid water monsters, &c. 

Stanza 6. ^ Domibus negata." The ancients thought 
that the land immediately under the middle of the torrid zone 
was uninhabitable, from its being " nimium propinqui solis," 
too near the sun. 

Ode XXV. 

Line 22. " Myrtle dark." The myrtle lea^ generally dark, 
is more so when young.

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Ode XXVII. 

Stanza 1 . ♦* Thracum." The Thracians were of very in- 
temperate habits. Horace also speaks of the ** Sithonians," 
(meaning the Thracians generally), Ode xviii. line 9., as 
being severely treated by Bacchus for their dissipated man- 
ners. 

Stanza 2. *< Bent elbow." The ancients used to recline at 
their entertainments. 

Ode XXVIII. 

This ode seems to want some slight explanation. A 
mariner walking on the sea-shore finds the shipwrecked corpse 
of Archytas, a Pythagorean philosopher and celebrated ma- 
thematician ; and addressing the body, expresses his surprise, 
that one so illustrious could not escape death. At line 7., 
" Occidit et Pelopis," the Ghost answers, showing that death 
seizes all, however celebrated, and urges the mariner to bury 
him ; it being esteemed a bounden duty for all who found a 
corpse to bury it, otherwise the shade was compelled to wander 
about for 100 years. 

Line 9 — 13. « Habentque, &c." This refers to the Py- 
thagorean doctrine of the transmigration of souls. Pytha- 
goras asserted that his soul had formerly animated the 
body of Euphorbus, the son of Panthous, who fell in the 
Trojan war ; and to prove this, the philosopher recognised, or 
pretended to recognise, the shield of Euphorbus, which had 
hung ^p many years in the temple of Juno at Mycenc, and 
«< reclaimed *' it as his owi 
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Ijm» the laH. << Thrioe spnnkle me with dust.*' The 
slightest ceremony of burial was deemed sufficient. 

Ode XXIX. 

Line 14. « Socraticum domum." The writings of the 
Socratic school. 

Ode XXX. 

Line the last *♦ And Mercury." The poet puts Mercury in 
ku4t very ingeniously suggesting, that Love, Crrace, Modesty, 
and Youth, in order to be a complete company, still require 
to be attended and aided by learning and eloquence, over 
which Mercury, the Guardian of Poets, presided. 

Ode XXXIII. 

Stanza 2. ** Tenui fronte.** A low forehead was considered 
by the Romans, as well as the Greeks, a great beauty. And 
we see in their statues the ladies* foreheads are made to appear 
low, by bands put round them. 

Ode XXXIV. 

Stanza 2. " Per purum," &c. The ancients thought it 
could only thunder and lighten when the horizon was 
clouded; but Horace, hearing thimdar in a cloudless sky, 
rebukes ihe l4>icurean philosophy, which believed the Gods 
took ao interest in the affairs of the world ; and declares his 
belief in the Deities in the concluding stanza. — *< Diespiter,*' 
or.Diei pater^ Jupiter. 
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Stanza 3. ** Stridore acuto.**^ With the sharp sound of 
wings rushing through the air. 

Ode XXXV. 

Stanza 4. A standing column was figuratively put for the 
city, as yet flourishing; as a broken pillar was (and is now) 
used to designate ruin and desolation. 

Stanza 8. *< Britannos,*' &c. The British Isles were the 
most remote northern parts of the world known to the 
Romans. 

Ode XXXVI. 

Stanza 1. " Mutatae togae." The young men after seven- 
teen laid aside the toga praetexta, and put on the toga virilis* 
or gown of manhood. 

Stanza 2. ** Cressa nota." The Romans marked in the 
calendar the lucky days with white chalk, got from the island 
of Crete, as the unlucky days with charcoal. 

Ode XXXVII. 

Stanza 1. '* Saliaribus pulvinar, &c." The Romans after 
a victory used to give a banquet, as it were, to the Gods, by 
way of thanksgiving ; when couches were spread, and the 
statues of the Gods taken from their pedestals and laid on 
them. The feasts of the Salii, priests of Mars, were of the 
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most sumptuous description ; so that '* Salian banquet " 
became a sort of proverb. 

Ode XXXVIII. 

Stanza 1. " Nexa philyra." The fibrous rind of the 
linden was used to bind chaplets of flowers together.

KOTES TO BOOK 11. 



Ode I. 

Horace entreats Follio, a soldier, advocate, tragic writer, 
mad historian, to leave tragedy for the present, and complete 
his history of the Civil Wars. And afterwards, in the true 
lyrical spirit, Horace describes Pollio's power of composition 
as so great, that he seems to see all the events as if passing 
actually before his eyes. 

Line 12. « Cothurno." The buskin was a high boot worn 
by tragedians, as it raised them, and gave them an air of 
dignity. It was used first by the Athenians ; and the allusion 
is to Cecrops, the founder of Athens. 

Line 13, " Reis." Cicero says "Reus" is not only de- 
fendant, but any person connected in a civil or criminal cause. 

Line 25. " Juno et deorum," &c. Juno, and the other 
tutelary deities of Africa, having, as was supposed, given up 
in despair the conflict with the Romans when they conquered 
Jugurtha, yet, in a later age, taking advantage of the civil 
dissensions of the victors themselves (the Romans), made the 
battle plains of Thrapsus, where Romans slew Romans in 
thousands, a sacrifice to the manes of Jugurtha. 

Line S8. " Ceoe Naeniae." So called from Simonides, the 
poet of Ceos, as a writer of mournful songs. 
R 2 
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Ode II. 

Stanza 1. ** LaniDse,** for ** laminae : '* means, properly, 
the metal reduced from ore to bullion : here, the ore itself. 

Stanza 2. ** Metuente solvi.^ Literally, *< a wing that 
keeps pressing on, fearing, if it stopped, it would get relaxed 
and tired." 

Ode hi. 
Stanza 6. *' Frisco ab Inacho : ** Inachus being the most 
ancient king of Greece. Shakespeare paraphrases this pas- 
sage : — 

« Golden lads and lasses must. 
Like chimney-sweepers, come to dust." — Cymb. 

Stanza 7. ** Versatur urna." Necessity was supposed to 
be always revolving an urn ; and the person whose name fell 
out was hurried in (Charon's) boat across the Styx to the 
regions of Pluto. 

Ode IV. 

Stanza 2. " Virgine." Cassandra. 

Stanza 3. ** Barbaras." The Grecians considered the 
Trojans « barbarians," 

Stanza 4. *' Penates iniquos." Alluding to her &11 from 
high birth to slavery. 

Stanza 5. ** Teretes suras." The *« tapering " legs of the 
ladies at Rome were much exposed by the tunic (as we see 
in representations on the stage): and the tunics of slaves 
(of whom Phillis was one) were even shorter. *' Lustrum " 
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was a period of five years ; so that Horace, «* trembling (tre- 
pidavit) on the yerge of forty," considers himself too old to 
be a cause of jealousy. ** Condere " alludes to the closing the 
census of the population, taken every five years. 

Ode VL 

Stanza 3. ** Fellitis.'* The ancients, in some parts of the 
country, where the fleeces of the sheep were very fine, covered 
them with skins to protect them from injury. 

Stanza 6. " Calentem.*' The ancients burned the bodies 
of the dead, and put their ashes whUe ** yet warm " in urns. 

Ode VII. 

Stanza 3. " Fugam." Horace seems to have given 
Hudibras his hint, — 

** He that fights and runs away. 
Will live to fight another day ; " 

for he very ingenuously speaks of it. 

Stanza 4. " Mercurius." An imitation of the Iliad, 
, where the deities continually so befriend their proteges ; and 
Horace selects Mercury for himself as the patron of poets. 
See Note to Ode xvii. of this book, Stanza 7. 

Stanza 7. " Venus." In throwing the dice the lucky throw 
was called Venus. Vide note. Book I., Ode 4., Stanza 5. 

Ode Vtll. 

Stanza 1. ** Dente," &c. It was a common belief that 
perjury was always visited by some sudden blemish or de- 
formity. So our old nursery rhyme ran — 
B 3 
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" * Why my tongue, mother dear, 
Wit^ pimples so sore is ? ' 
* It arises, I fear. 

From your telling me stories.* ** 

Stanza 2. " ObligastL** It was customary to swear by 
the head. Thus Virgil, Mn. book 9. line SOO., " Per caput 
hoc juro : *' "I swear by this head." 

. Stanza 4. " Ridet hoc." Thus Shakespeare, literally 
translating Tibullus, ^'Peijuria ridet amantum Jupiter,** 
" At lovers' perjuries Jove laughs." 

Odk IX. 

Line 13. " Ter aevo functus senex." Alluding to Nestor, 
who lived above ninety years ; the ancients counting an age 
thirty years. 

Ode X. 

Stanza 5, Apollo was considered the author of all human 
calamities, such as pestilence, &c. ; and then he was *' bending 
his bow ; " but he was also the president of the Muses, and 
was then <' awaking the lyre." The idea to be conveyed is, 
that the gods are not always unchanging in their anger 
towards mankind.

Line 4. «Nec trepides," &c. So Goldsmith, "Ma a 
wants but little here below." 
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Ode XIII. 

Line 14. ** Bosphorum." The Thracian fiosphonis was 
considered particularly dangerous, on account of the Cyanean 
rocks at the entrance of the Euxine. 

Line 17. << Sagittas, &c. Parthi." See note, Book I., Ode 19. 
Stanza 3. 

Line 23. " Sedesque discretas." The Elysian fields. 

Line 24. ** Querentem Sappho," &c. It seems the ladies 
of Lesbos had injured Sappho's reputation. See Ovid — 

<< Lesbides, infamem quae me fecistis, amies. 
Definite ad citharas turba venire meas : *' 

which I have rendered thus : — 

" Ye Lesbian fair, oh how have ye, 
Whom I so loved, disparaged me ; 
Ungrateful ones, no longer throng 
In crowds to listen to my song." 

Line 34. " Bellua centiceps." Cerberus is generally 
painted and described with three heads. Hesiod, however, 
gives him fifly. 

This ode is one of the best specimens of the pure lyric. 

Ode XIV. 

Line 15. " Nocentem Austrum." The south wind at 
Rome, towards autumn, brings pestilence; and formerly, as 
at this day, is very unhealthy ; and the inhabitants (who can) 
generally leave it during the ** hurtful " months. 

Xtne 23. « Invisos cupressus." Tbe cypress was carried 
B 4 
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at fiinerals, and also was placed before the houses of the 
deceased, whence it was held in abhorrence. 

Line 28. ** Pontificum coenis." The banquets of the 
priests were of a most sumptuous character. Vide note, 
Book I., Ode 37., Stanza 1. 

Ode XV. 

Line 4. << Platanusque caelebs.** The poet complains how 
ornament was supplanting use. The elm was useful in sup- 
porting the vines, and the vine was therefore said to be 
married to the elm; whereas the plane tree being merely 
ornamental, stood by itself, and was designated *' cslebs," a 
bachelor. 

Line 14. ** Decempedis," &c. The allusion is to a portico 
so large as to be measured by ten feet rods. 

Lait Line. " Novo saxo.'* New stone means, stone being 
in those days a new (unusual) material for any but temples, 
&c. 

Ode XVI. 

Stanza 3. ** C!onsularis Lictor." Merely meaning the 
numerous body-guard of the consuls. There were twelve 
lictors to each consul, whose business it was to precede and 
keep the crowd off the magistrate. 

Stanza 4. ** Salinum.'* Salt was held in great veneration 
with the ancients, as with our forefathers ; and therefore most 
families, who had no other silver plate for use, had the fiunily 
** saltcellar *' on the board shining bright. 
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Stanza 6, **'Mn,tas naves." The galleys of the ancients 
had their beaks, or prows, bound with brass. 

Stanza 9. *' Siculaeque vaccae." Sicilian cows were &ncy 
cows ; as we have " Alderney." " Equa." The ancients gave 
the preference to mares. " Quadrigis." Properly a chariot 
drawn by four horses. ** Murice." The juice of a shell-fish, 
(the murex) found at Tyre chiefly, was most esteemed for 
dyeing. Twice dyeing was used to communicate a darker 
hue, like clotted blood, and greatly esteemed. 

Stanza 10. ** Parva rura." Horace's Sabine farm. ** Parca 
non mendax.** The Fates were said not only to predict at 
our birth, but predestine. 

Ode XVII. 

Stanza 2. ** Partem animae.** This was an endearing way 
of speaking of friends. So in Book I., Ode iii.. Stanza 1., 
Horace calls Virgil " dimidium animae ; " the half of his 
soul." 

Stanza 5. ** Aspicit,'* &c. A particular star was supposed 
to appear above the horizon, and ** look down " direct upon 
each person at his birth, and preside over his destiny through 
life. Scorpius, being under the influence of Mars and Capri- 
comus, and at rising and setting being thought to raise storms 
(especially in the Hesperian or western seas) was considered 
malignant. Libra was deemed fevourable. 

Stoma 6. ** Laetum theatris." See Book I., Ode xx., 
line 3. Horace seizes every opportunity of showing how his 
patron was loved by the people. 

Stanza 7. ** Truncus." Fide his 13th Ode in this book. 
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«* To the Tree.'* « Mercurialium," that is, ** Of poets ;*' Mer- 
cury being the inventor of the lyre. 

Ode XVIII. 

Line 6. " Ignotus h seres." Aristonicus, a natural son of 
Attains (the wealthy king of Pergamus, who left his kingdom 
and riches to Rome), claimed to be heir to his &ther, but 
was taken and put to death. Horace calls him ** ignotus ; ** 
"unknown," or "unrecognised." 

Lines. "Honestie." Ladies of noble birth, who, in con-> 
sideration of the protection of some noble Romans, were 
bound to certain services, such as spinning purple for state 
garments. 

Litie 24. " Revellis terminos." So Deuteronomy, chap, 
xxvii., verse 17., " Cursed be he that removeth his neigh- 
bour's land-mark." 

Ode XIX. 

Stanza 2. " Evoe 1 " The poet now, feeling himself under 
the inspiration of Bacchus, and beginning to sing his praises, 
breaks forth with Evoe ! the well-known cry of the Bac- 
chantes, or female priestesses of Bacchus, when celebrating 
his orgies. The " thyrsus " was a spear, or rod, bound with 
vine-leaves, which the priests of Bacchus carried, and used to 
bring water, milk, wine, and honey, from the rocks and trees 
by striking them with it. 

Stanza 4. ** Beats." Ariadne, wife of Bacchus, was made 
a constellation. 
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Stanza 8. " C!ornu." The horn was an emblem of power 
with the ancients. 

Odk XX. 

Stanza 1. " Penna biformis." Horace presages his own 
immortality. Transformed into a swan (the comparison of 
poets with the ancients), he will soar away from the earth and 
need no tomb. 

Stanza 4. The Hyperborean lands were supposed to be 
mountains under the North Pole. From vwtp, "beyond," 
and Bopcas, ** the north."
